Gallipolis, O., Jan. 30—A desperate 


attempt to rob Mrs. Mary Priestley, 
an aged and wealthy widow of this 
city, last night, had a sanguinary cli- 
max. Two notorious burglars and 
cracksmen are dead, Deputy

The battle in which the robbers 


were killed and the dauntless officers 
wounded occurred at the commodious 
home of Mrs. Priestley on Second av- 
enue, about 7:30 o'clock. 


Mrs. 
Priestly is about 58 years old, 


and her wealth is estimated at $100,- 
"00. She lives a quiet life, with a maid 
and nephew as her only companions. 
In the ba&ernent of her home is a 
large safe, which used to be the re- 
ceptacle for large sums. Several at- 
tempts to rob her have been thwarted 
and the widow has been in peril. 


Several weeks ago Sheriff Murphy of 


Athens county, was 
notified by a 


friend that two vicious men who were 
suspected of being desperate crooks 
had taken Bob Sweet into their contt 
dence and were trying to persuade him 
to aid them in a big job. Sweet knew 
the men, but was a\erse to taking an; 
part in pilfering. 


Sheriff Murphy sent word to Sweet 


to call at his office and he made an 
exposition of the plot to the officer, in 
the presence of Marshal Peter Finster- 
wald, who was in league with 
the 


Sheriff to ensnare the criminals. Swee' 
was persuaded to wear a false mash 
and under the pretense of an accom 
plice to familiarize himself with tbe! 
plans to commit, the robbery. He did 
not consent, however, until the offi- 
cers had promised to protect him. 
Sweet met with the gang that has ter- 
lorized this section of the state and 
succeeded in ingratiating himself in 
the heart of the criminals.

While a Score Were Severely Injured 


Brakes Were Tightly Set and 


Cars Slid. 


Pittsburg, Jan. 30. — Two runaway 


cars on the Monongahela branch of 
the Pittsburg Railway company caused 
death and destruction in a. suburb of 
this city. Three persons were killed, 
two fatally hurt and 20 severely in- 
jured. Dead: John McFadden, aged 
24; Mary Kinkaid, 19; Robert Trush, 
29, conductor. Fatally injured: Charles 
Wright, motorman; 
Alexander, 


colored. 


The accident happened at the foot 


of the long hi)l running into Wilmerd- 
ing from McKeesport. A car without 
passengers got beyond control of the 
inotorman and dashed down the hill, 
one and'a quarter miles long, at a ter- 
rific speed. At the bottom it jumped 
into the Pennsylvania railroad station, 
carrying away the side of the depot 
and tearing up the platform. Charles 
Wright, the motorman,. was so badly 
iurt that he can not recover. A large 
crowd gathered about the wreck and 
12 minutes later a second runaway car 
came tearing down the 
hill and 


ploughed into the crowd with death- 
dealing force. On the way down the 
lill the car struck a carriage contain- 
ng James Broad and Lizzie Minuet, 
on their way to McKeesport to be 
married. The carriage was completely 
wrecked and the driver, Alexander 
Saunders, was fatally hurt. The young 
couple escaped with comparatively 
flight injuries and later were married. 
The scene at the wreck when the sec 
ond car was hurled into the crowd was 
beyond description. A blinding sleet 
storm prevailed at the time, and it is 
said the two cars "skated" down tlie 
hill with brakes tightly set. 


Heavy Losses. 


Little Rock, Jan. 30.—The heaviest 


losses ever sustained in Little Rock 
from a like cause resulted from the 
terrible storm of sleet and cold rain 
which prevailed 
here for the past 


three days. The business section of 
the city is a scene of desolation and 
business men on every .hand^ are 
mourning heavy iosses that can not lie 
recovered by insurance. The estimated 
damage will exceed $400,000, including 
loss to business. In many instances 
the loss has not yet attained its limit,

In some parts of the city 
the telegraph and telephone poles are 
all down, pulling trees and wires with 
them, and forming a congealed mass 
of wreckage.

Th« fall of sleet 
amounted to about five inches.
